REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
clams 1,15 and 1 7, the prior art fails to disclose the claimed base insert device 
including two application heads each having application plate in which several glue 
outlet openings are arranged equally at a distance (A), the application plates being 
configured such that adjoining glue outlet openings of two different application heads 
are positionable with the head positioning device at a smaller distance than the distance 
(A).
